The Jefferson medal is composed of two silver 
shells fastened together by a broad silver rim, and the 
Washington medal is solid. The sizes of the medals are

I wish to thank you for your prompt reply to 
my letter. I am very glad you sent the photographs on. The 
oval medal, which in Belcen’s book om Indian Peace Medals is 
4 C, happens to be the commonest of the oval medals und we 
have one identical with it. Since the book was written three 
or four mcre have been diseevered. You will not get anywhere 
near the price you quoted for these. ‘The oval medal you have 
is worth from $125.00 to $200.00. as far as I know no oval 
medal has sold for more than $1000.00 and then only the very 
large sized ones with the engraver’s initials stamped on. 
There is one, however, of 1789 in good times that might sell 
for more than $1000.00. ‘The Jefferson medals of the smallest 
and the large size like yours are not especially rare. We 
have three of these, each with 4 different form of attachment. 
We have one with the attachment like yours. 


At the present, as I think I stated in 
my previous letter, none of the medals would bring very much. 
Mr. Johnson of the St. Louis Stamp and Goin Co., 408 Olive 
Street, St. Louis, is as well posted on the mrket condition 
of these medals as anyone.
